It was 
declared that the cause of the collision was the issuing af a wrong 
tablet to the local train! The evidence showed that a boy clerk named 
Thomson tock the tablet from the driverof the local train and gave 
it to the stationmaster, who returned it to the driver without looking 
at it, and then signalled the local train to proceed. Meanwhile a young 
porter, unknown to the stationmaster, released the tables allowing the 
express to proceed from Newtown to Abermule, ,
